which be was asked to interfere was tho impor- 
tation of spurious tea, which has no doubt 
become w great abuse, to the extent even of 
endangering tho health of many peuple who 
bay éheap tea, and got an article which is not. 
tda at wll. It woold’ ba a pure misfortune, 
however, if our Revenuo Dopattmente vere set 
to work on any other than commercial prin- 
ciples, even for the sake of preventing tho im-, 
portation of adulteruted articles of food. If 
they wore to do.so, we should never know what 
the real expertise of yollecting the revenue was, 
ug it would be mixed up with other expenses, 
aud the assumption of other dutics woald in- 
terferé with the revenue officials in their work, 


Mr. Lowe is olearly right in taking duty upén | 


whatever articles are presented to him as duti- 
able and asking no questions, except with a 
view of preventing frands upon the revonue. 
Upon the mora general question av to what 
tho Government should do in‘the matter 
of spurious tea and ‘othor adulterations there 
ig more difficulty. We should despair of a 
Government being able to define, with any 
stiecess, what is wine, or~tea, or almost any 
other article, the shudinga of~intermixturs.and 
adultoration boing altogotbor too-refined for 
‘legislative teats, In general, too, the maxim 
of caveat ompéor is a very sound one, and we do 
not sev that any real good is done in secaring 
individual purchasers against their own remiss- 
ness in buying articled upon the faith of the 
names only, when they can proteot themselves 
by aampling, and similar expedients,- Such 
traneactions ars tatters of pure contract, and 
if purchasers have anything to complain of, the 
Jaw courts aro open to them. Tho only cago 
whore, as it appears to us, the logislatore ‘could 
fitly interfere, isin the sale of urtiotes mani- 
festly ‘and gravely injurious to the heulth of the 
people. ~ +In'such a case, the community hns a 
tight to be protected aguinet the carelessness 
or inability of individuals to protect them- 
selva; but the line even there is. very difficult 
to draw, But whatever the Government ought 
to do, it is at least quite certain that the Cus.
